Social  Conditions  and  Chief  Occupations. 


The  Eastern  portion  of  the  District  comprising  the 
Parishes  of  Verwood.  West  Parley,  Hampreston,  Coleliill  and 
Corfe  Mullen  is  fast  developing  as  a  residential  area.  The 
remainder  of  the  District  is  almost  wholly  agricultural. 
Dairy  Farms  are  numerous,  some  of  them  large,  supplying  not 
only  the  District  but  sending  large  quantities  of  milk  to 
Bournemouth,  Southampton  and  London.  The  only  factories 
or  works  in  the  District  are  a  large  paper  mill  at  Witchampton 
and  a  dairy  and  cheese  factoiy  at  Sturminster  Marshall  and 
brickworks  at  Aiderholt,  Verwood,  Hampreston  and  Corfe 
Mullen. 

A  considerable  area  of  the  District  consists  of  pine  woods, 
common  lands  and  downs.  Private  Estates  are  situated 
within  the  District  and  embrace  practically  the  whole  of 
several  Parishes.

Water. 

The  scheme  of  water  supply  to  Verwood  taken  over  by 
the  Local  Authority  in  late  1935  continues  to  prove  adequate 
and  satisfactory.  Additional  consumers  have  been  added 
and  small  extensions  made  to  the  mains. 

The  scheme  for  Cranborne  has  been  held  up  over  very 
minor  details  but  it  is  hoped  the  supply  will  be  in  operation 
during  1938. 

Public  Supplies,  including  those  of  the  Bournemouth 
Gas  &  Water  Co.,  and  the  Borough  of  Poole  which  are  avail¬ 
able  in  parts  of  this  Rural  District,  have  been  subjected  to 
bacteriological  examinations — thirteen  samples  in  all  having 
been  taken  with  adverse  reports  regarding  the  supplies  at 
Hinton  Martell  and  Witchampton.  Action  was  taken  in 
both  these  cases  with  improved  results.  The  former  parish 
is  included  in  the  Chalbury  and  District  Supply  Scheme, 
now  under  consideration,  and  provision  is  made  to  supply 
the  latter  parish  under  the  same  scheme  if  definitely  found 
desirable  for  public  safety. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  conditions  referred  to  are  previous  reports  are  un¬ 
altered  ;  in  fact,  the  position  is  aggravated.  It  is  pleasing, 
however,  to  note  that  at  last  a  scheme  of  sewerage  and 
sewerage  disposal  is  under  consideration  for  the  Eastern 
portion  of  the  district  comprising  the  Parishes  of  Colehill, 
Hampreston  and  West  Parley. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Water  closets  are  fast  replacing  earth  pail  closets  where 
an  adequate  water  supply  is  available  and  satisfactory  con¬ 
ditions  exist  for  drainage  disposal. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  scheme  of  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  is  still 
under  consideration.  Every  effort  made  to  find  a  suitable 
site  for  disposal  has  proved  abortive  owing  to  local  or  com¬ 
bined  opposition. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

Complaints  made  are  still  in  respect  of  difficulties  with 
drainage  and  nuisance  arising  from  the  occupation  of  land 
as  gipsy  encampments.  Main  drainage  when  provided  will 
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obviate  the  former  but  action  in  regard  to  gipsy  encamp* 
rnents  is  still  difficult.  It  was  hoped  that  the  action  taken 
under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  relating  to  camping  with* 
out  licences  would  help  matters  considerably  but  apart  from 
obtaining  convictions  in  every  ease  and  the  departure  of 
some  of  those  proceeded  against  very  little  improvement 
ha§  been  effected.

Further  representations  were  made  in  respect  of  premises 
considered  unfit  for  habitation  and  not  capable  of  being 
rendered  fit  at  reasonable  expense  and  41  Demolition  Orders 
were  made  including  six  properties  affected  by  the  Chalbury 
Clearance  Order. 

During  the  year  38  cottages  were  completed  by  the 
Local  Authority  to  provide  alternative  or  additional  housing 
accommodation  for  the  working  classes.  Eighteen  others 
were  in  course  of  erection  and  schemes  for  38  houses  were 
in  course  of  preparation.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Improvements  in  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  are  still  being 
obtained  by  informal  action  and  many  properties  have  been 
provided  with  new  floors  and  improved  means  of  lighting 
and  ventilation.  Others  have  been  practically  reconstructed 
particularly  where  application  for  Accredited  Milk  Licences 
have  been  made.

Every  effort  is  made  to  pay  visits  during  killing  times, 
but  this  is  found  impracticable  in  a  scattered  rural  area.
